Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not teach a flexible support apparatus having a 
support base having an opening in one surface; a mounting bracket having an opening 
in one surface; and a permanently bendable continuously solid metal rod having a first 
end installed in the opening of the support base and fused directly thereto with a weld 
joint formed directly between the first end of the metal rod and the support base, and 
having a second end installed in the opening of the mounting bracket and fused directly 
thereto with a weld joint formed directly between the second end of the metal rod and 
the mounting bracket.
